ATHENS FOR ASSISTANT SECRETARY HARTMAN - DELIVER OPENING 
OF BUSINESS 

1. AT APRIL 25 SPC DISCUSSIONS, YOU SHOULD CONTINUE TO 
PRESS US PREFERENCE ON ORGANIZATION OF NATO SUMMIT (STATE 
92145), AND PARTICULARLY WITH REFERENCE TO: 

A. TIMEFRAME. NOW THAT ALLIES ARE AWARE WE PREFER TO HAVE 
SUMMIT BEGIN ON MORNING MAY 29, WE URGE THEY TAKE THAT 
FACT FULLY INTO ACCOUNT IN DEVELOPING FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS 
FOR THEIR PERMREPS IN NATO. YOU MIGHT FURTHER EXPLAIN THAT 
OUR PREFERENCE FOR OPTION C IS BASED ON A STRONG DESIRE TO 
ASSURE ADEQUATE TIME FOR BILATERALS, WHICH WILL BE A VERY 
IMPORTANT ASPECT OF THE SUMMIT GATHERING. OPENING SUMMIT 
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THUS THEIR AVAILABILITY FOR BILATERALS IN AFTERNOON. IF 
SUMMIT NOT SCHEDULED TO START UNTIL AFTERNOON, THERE COULD 
BE AN INEVITABLE TENDENCY ON PART OF PRINCIPALS TO ARRIVE 
LATE IN MORNING OF 29TH, THUS LIMITING THE POSSIBILITY OF 
ARRANGING BILATERAL DISCUSSIONS. FYI. IF IT BECOMES CLEAR 

THAT THERE CAN BE A FULL SCHEDULE OF BILATERAL TALKS 
MORNING OF MAY 29, WE WOULD BE PREPARED TO CONSIDER 
OPTION B. END FYI. 

B. ORDER OF EVENTS. WE CONTINUE TO BELIEVE THAT EMPHASIS 
SHOULD BE ON RESTRICTED SESSION. EXPERIENCE AT DECEMBER 
MINISTERIAL WAS MOST SATISFACTORY IN TERMS OF PROMOTING 
USEFUL, FRANK REVIEW OF SENSITIVE ISSUES. WE HAVE 
GENERALLY SAME PATTERN IN MIND FOR SUMMIT: AN INITIAL, 
EXTENDED RESTRICTED SESSION (AFTER CEREMONIAL OPENING), 

AT WHICH EACH PRINCIPAL COULD IF HE DESIRES MAKE AN 
INITIAL STATEMENT WHICH SHOULD, HOWEVER, BE LIMITED IN 
LENGTH TO TEN OR TWELVE MINUTES. WE SEE NO SPECIAL 
NEED TO HAVE ROUND-ROBIN OF SET SPEECHES IN SUBSEQUENT 
PLENARY SESSION, BUT WOULD CONSIDER MATTER FURTHER IF THIS 
WERE STRONGLY PREFERRED BY OTHER ALLIES. 

C. ATTENDANCE AT RESTRICTED SESSION. WE CONTINUE 
STRONGLY TO PREFER A MAXIMUM OF FIVE PER SIDE, OR 
EVEN FOUR. WE AGREE THAT YOU SHOULD HOLD LINE ON THIS. 
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
